permanently. It is argued that with 
such a parliament as that created 
‘in the Irish bill South Ireland could 
jenjoy all the liberty of a liberal 
home rule and handle her own af- 
‘fairs’so long as her actions did not 
| conflict with the wishes of the crown, 
especially in such matters as sup- 
i t of her own army and navy. 

+ the election the government 
‘plans comer off, it probably would 
‘catise a dramatic situation. While 
it ie not fair to compare, as the 
English persist entirely to do, the 
Jrish situation with the typical 
American negro problem, it is seen 
here that anv such election would 
not be unlike the voting in any 
strong Southern State of America. 
which votes solidly Democratic, de- 
spite a preponderant negro popula- 
tion.

near Midleton last Saturday night 
uhder official order as a reprisal for 
an ambush. At the Irish office it 
was said that the burnings were 
“perfectly justifiable.”

It fs remembered that he 
removed the Pilack and Tans from 
Cork the day after the fire and si- 
multaneously enforced military 
law. Gen. Strickland is a Catholic 
and has the sympathy of many mod- 
erates of influence and is popular in 
the Cork district.

Senator Penrose showed the ef- 
fects of his long iliness. He came 
to the Senate chamber in a wheel 


chair, but watked to his geat. 


The Senator also introduced sfev- 
eral bills and held cenferences with 
half a dozen Senators. One of the 
bills would set aside Armistice Day 
as a national holiday and another 
would direct.the bringing back from 
France of the body of an unidenti- | 
fied soldier for burial with proper 
ceremonies in Arlington ' National 
Cemetery. '
